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May it please Your Honors, it is ny task to present the documentary 
evidence dealing with the aggression against the Union of the Soviet Social- 
ist Republics, organized by the fascist war criminals now sitting in the 
prisoners! dock. 

This charge of the crime, mentioned in sub-paragraph "a", Article 6 
of the Charter of the International Military Tribunal, was formulated by 
paragraph 6, Section 4, Count I, of the Indictment in the present case, 
and in Section IV of the Opening Statement by the Chief Prosecutor from tho 
USSR, General Ruienko, 

nong the many criminal wars which German fascism waged against free- 
don-loving nations with its predatory aims, the attack on the Union of the 
Soviet Socialist Kepublics occupies a place by itself, 

It can be safely said that the aggressive war against the Soviet Union 
was the key question of the whole fascist conspiracy against ite All ag- 
gressive actions on the pert of Gerran fascism committed prior to the attack 
on the USSR and in particular the German aggression against Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, were, as has been shown by my colleague, Colonel 
Pekrovsky, just stages on the road to the attack on the Soviet Union, 

The war against the Soviet Union was waged by fascist Germany with the 
intent of seizing the riches of our country and of plundering her peoples, 

Ukrainian wheat and the coal of the Donbass, manganese of the Kola 
Peninsula and Caucasian crude oil, fertile steppes of the Volga region, 4nd 
Byelorussian forests, played a decisive part in the criminal schemes of the 
fascist aggressors. 

The war against the Union of Sovict Socialist Republics was waged by 
fascist Germeny, also with the intent of enslcving and exploiting the 
Sovict peoples. 

In the war of fascist Germany against the Soviet Union, the animal 
hatred of the Hitlerites against the Slov peoples found its full horrifying 
expressions 

And finally, German imperialism appearing in its fascist edition, saw 
in the seizure of the wealth of the Soviet Union and in its irmeasurable 


resources of food and raw materials 
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a base for the realization of their far-reaching aggressive ains to achieve 
first hegemony in Europe and later on hegemony in the whole world, 

The well-known formula of German imperialism "Drang nach Osten" which 
was mentioned in the Opening Statement of the Chief Prosecutor fron the 
USSR, was at different times interpreted by the fascist crininals in nany 
different ways, but always in their aggressive plans the attack on the 
Soviet Union was given a prominent place, 

"If new territory is desired, wrote Hitler in his book "Dein Kampf", 

in substance it can be secured at the expense of Russia. The new 

Fnpire must nove along the paths trodden by thgknights of old", 

(Hitler "Mein Kampf", Munich edition, 1930, page 72). 

The fact that having at last initiated the fascist ageression in 
1939, Hitler began the war in the West, did not substantially change this 
basic conception of fascisn, 

Under # 789-PS the American prosecution submitted to the Tribunal 
the transcript of the conference held on 23 November 1939 between Hitler 
and the members of the German High Command, 

At this conference, Hitler according to his own words "gave a survey 
of the thoughts which dominated him in connection with the forthconing 
events", 

In the course of this survey he declared: 

"For a long time I hesitated whether I should not begin with an attack 

in the East, and only then with the one in the West... It came about 

by force of events that for the nearest future the East dropped out 
of the picture", (Page 2 of the Russian text). 

This statement by Hitler bore witness to the fact that the attack on 
the Soviet Union was not eliminated fron the plans of fascist aggression 
and the whole question was reduced only to the problem of selecting the 
most favorable nonent for this attack, 

It should be noted that the authors of fascist aggression did not 


consider the version "West" as the most favorable version for its start, 
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again, ex^ctly five months prier to the aboveemontioned conference 
et the conference of 23 May 1939 (USA exhibit # 79) Hitler briefed his 
accomplices - "on the present situation end political aims" of policy, and 
said 

"If fate forces us into a conflict with the West, it would be desi- 
r^ble that we, by thet time, possess more expanse in the East", 
(paze L of the Russin text). 

In the idea of the Hitlerite conspirators, the vast spaces of tho Tast 
were to pl^y a decisive nart during the conflict in the "est. 

Therefore, when the fascist hordes were un^ble to force the eh^nnol, 
stopped at its shores and had to find new ways of aggression, the consri- 
retors immediately beran to prepare for an ^ttock on the Soviet Union, be- 
cause this wos the bases part of 211 their rlans of oppression, without 
which they could not materirlize. 

I believe it is unnecessary tc refer to docurents of ^n earlier neried, 
and particularly to quote any further from Hitler's hook "Mein Kampf" where 
questions connected with the predatory attack on the Soviet Union were forn- 
ulated lonz before 1939. 

This bock is already before the Tribunl and relevant n^rts of it were 
cited ^s evidence by our american end British collearues, 

The Soviet prosecution desires to submit to the Tribunal a file of 
documents which bear witness to the fact thot the aggression of fascist 
Germany arrinst the Union of Soviet Socialis Republics wes cormitted with 


malice aforethoucht, 


imong these docurients, there are files from various archives c^ntured 


by units of the advancing Red írny, statements by fascist lenders, vublished 
in the press, including those by several of the defendants, and denositions 


by persons who were in possession of relinble inforration ^s to how the pre- 


parations for the attack on the Soviet Union were actually carried out. 
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The documents of the Soviet prosecution are presented under the 
following sections. 

1. Proparations for war in Germany itself. 

2. Assuring the security of the preparations for war by intelligence 
activities. 

3. The securing by the fascist conspirators of the participation 
of the satellite countries inthe aggression against the Soviet 
Union. 


I. Preparations for war in Germany itself.

Directly after the campaign in the West, the OKH gave the order for the 

demobilisation of 20 divisions. This orders was cancelled, & the 20 division 


were not demobiliseá: Instead of this, after their return to Germany, they

were sent on leave thus kept ready for quick mobilzation. 


Both measures - the transfer of about 500.000 men to the Russian frontier 
and the cancellation.'of the order disbanding about 300.000 men, show that 
already in July 1940, plans existed for war operations in the east, 

The next orcer which gives evidence of Germany's preparations for 
attacking the Soviet Union, was the written OKH order issued in September 
1940, regarding the formation in Leipzig of a new arny ( the llth), several 
army corps and about lO infantry divisions. The forming of these units was 
carried out from September 19h0 onwards by the Commander of the reserve army - 

(Colonel General Fromm), partly in France but mainly in Germany. Towards the 
end of September 1940 the O.K.U. called me to Fontainebleau. The Quarter- 
master General of the l-st General Staff of the Land Forces, Lt. General 
(afterwards Field | arshal) Paulus, inforned ne, at first orally, of the order 
that ny staff (the staff cf Arny group "C") was to oe transferred to Drescen 
by November l-st, and the staff of the 2nd Arny (Colonel General Weichs), 
which formed part of this Arny group, - to  unich (also by November lst). 

Ine task consisted in the direction of the preparations for war of the 


newly forme O divisions mentioned above, 
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fn accordance with this order, confirmed later on by à written 

order, signed by the Chief of General Staff, Helder, the transfer 

of these units was carried out on time. At the time of the attack

II. Intelligence activities. 


I should now to pause 1o cuments bearing evidence of another 
group of measures, which in preparation fc | ageression against the USSR, 
were taken during the course of 1940 by the Supreme Command of the armies 
of Fascist Germany, 

I have in mind the measures in field of intelligence ^nd counter- 
-intcllirence, 

The directicn end tasks of the ir lligence work in connecticn with 
plen Barbarossa were defined, as it is known, by a directive of the Su»reme 
Commend of the Germen Armed addressed to Counter-Intellirence on the 
6th September 194C and signer e Defendant Jodl. 

This document was presented bv the American proseeution under # 1229-PS, 

It was demanded of the intelligenee orcans thot tho regrouping ^f the 
armies on Germany's Eastern frontier should be conee^led in every way and 


that the Soviet Union should be given the impression that some acticn wis 
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The activities of the intelligence organs were strictly rerulated. 
These activities consisted of taking measures to ecncesl as far as vossible 
the numbers of the German forces in the East, so as to rive imnression of 
an inconsiderable concentration of forces in the northern part of the 
E^stern nrovinees and, on the contrary, of an extremely large concentration 


in their southern part, in the Protector^te and in Austria. 


The necessity was pointed out of creating ^n exergerated impression 


of the number o  enti^ircraft units and of the inconsiderable score of 
rond-building activities etc. 

nt this point it is necessery to make two pertinent observations. : 
according to Pickenbrock's testimony the intensification of the work of 
intelligence orgens against the “ viet Union began before the appearance of 
this directive in august 1940. ónd this work of course was not limited 
to spreading of false infromati-n on the rerrouping of forces from the 
west to the east, which was rcinr on. 

I beg you to return to the testimony of the former chicf of Dent . III 
of the Intelligence and Counter-Intellipence Service of the German army, 
vcn Bentiverni, which I have presented. 

On pages 1, 2 and 3 of the Russi^n text of Bentiverni's deposition, 
states as follows (underlinéd in blue nencil): 

S early ^s November 1940 I received from Cenaris orders to 
intensify the work of ccounter-intelligence in the loe^lities where con- 
centration of the Germen armies on the Soviet-Germ^n frontier was taking 
place, 

In accordance with this order, I immediately pove the orrans of the 
Germ^n military intelligence ond counter-intelligence, "Abwehrstelle", 

"Koenigsberg", "Cracow", "Breslau", "Vienna", "Danzig" and "Poznan", the 
task of intensifying the ecounter-intellirence werk ... 

eee In March 1941 I received from Conaris the followinr directives for 
the preparations to the execution of the Pl^n Barbarossa: 

a) Preparation of all links ^f "Abwehr III" (Counter-Intellizence, 
dept. IIT) for carrying out active counter-intelligence work ngainst the 
Soviet Union - as for instance; the creation cf the necessary counter-in- 
telligence groups, their distribution ^mong. various firhting units intended 


for teking part in the operctions on the eastern front, paralysing the acti- 


vity of the Soviet intelligence and counter-intelligence organs: 
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b)Spreading false information via their foreign intelligence agencies, 
partly by creating the semblance of an improvenent in relations with the 

Soviet Union and of preparations for a blow against Great Britain. 

c)Counter intelligence neasures to keep secret the preparations being 
rade for war with the Soviet Union and to ensure that the transfer of troops 
to the East be kept secret." 

In the record I have presented of the interrogation of Pickenbrock, the for- 
mer chief of Dept I of the Intelligence and Counter-Intelligence Service of the 
German Army, is to be found the following excerpt, referring to the activity of 
these organs in connection with the preparation and execution of plan Barbarossa:

I personally, as head of "Abwehr I", beginning in February 191 and up 
to the 22nd June 1941, nore than once had official talks with the head of 
the foreign armies! department of the General Staff, Lieutenant General 
Tiepelskirch and with the head of the "Kast" departnent, Col. Kinzel. These 
conversations dealt with the mors precise definition of various tasks ascig- 
ned to "Abwehr" with regard to the Soviet Union, and in particular with the 
verification of old intelligence data about the Red Army, and also detals 
about the dislocation of the Soviet armies during the period of preparation 
of the attack on the Soviet Union, 

eee The field offices of the "Abwehrstelle", which were working against 
Russia, were given the task of intensifying the despatch of agents to the 
"USSR. A similar task-the intensification of espionage work against Russia - 
was given to all intelligence organs existing in the armies and arny groups. 
For the more successful direction of all these "Abwehr" organs, a special 


intelligence staff was created in Vay 1941, under the code-nane "Wally I." 
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"Vo jor Baun, as the best specialist on work against Russia, 
was appointed to direct operation "Jolly I". Later, when, following 
our example, "Abwohr-2" ari "“Abwehr-3" had also established staffs 
"Jally-2" and "Jally-3", this organ became known as a whole, as staff 
"jolly", arð directed the entire intelligence, counter-intelligence 
and diversionary work against the USSR, At the head of staff "Wally" 
was Lieut-Coloncl Schmalschlacgcre 

From numerous reports given by Colonel Lahousen and Canaris, 
at which I was also present, I know that a great amount of prepara~ 
tory work for the war with the Soviet Union was carricd out by this 
department, In tho period February to May 1941 many conferences of 
the leaders of "“Abwehr-2" tuok place at the quarters of Jodl's dew 


puty, General Warlimont, They were held in a Cavalry School, in the 


small town of Krampnitz. One particular question settled at these 


conferences, in accordance with the needs of the war with Russia, 

was thet of increasing the special task units "Brand enburg~800 and 

of distributing contingents of these units amongst the individual 
army groups", 

Noteworthy in Pickenbrock's testimony which has just been read, are 
his references to special tasks with which Lahousen's department was 
entrusted ami to special task units known under the Code name "Branden= 
burg 800", 

Those points are clarified by the testimony of a former *olonel of 
tho German Army, Erwin Sto ,. who was Lahousen's deputy in the 2nd de= 
partment of tho German Military Intelligence and Counter-Intelligence

In addition, contrary to the international rules for the conduct 

of war, the personnel of the reginents, formed mainly of Gertians from beyond 

the frontiers, made wide use of the adversary's army uniforms, equipment and 
arms, in order to camouflage their operations.

Stditze's, Bentivegni's and Pickenbrock's testimony submitted by me, disclose 
the working methods of the German Intelligence Service in the preparation and 
execution of "plan.

This docuuent allows us to state thet, under the title of Germen

relations with Geruany, a wide Gestapo network was actually at work, 
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Ill Germany's Satellites, 

When the plan "Barbarossa" was read at Court, in my opinion, only 
one part of the whole plan received comparatively little attention. 

I have in mind part 2 of the "Barbarossa" version (No, 446-PS) bear- 
ing the name of "Fresumed allies and their tasks", 

It is on the questions dealt with in this part that I would like to 
detain the Tribunal's attention. 

In the first place, allow me to remind you of the contents of this 
part: 

"2. Presumed Allies and their tasks. 

l. On the flanks of our operation, we can count upon the active par- 
ticipation of Rumania and Finland in the war against Soviet Russia. 

The Supreme Command of the German Army will, at tho appropriate time, 
Settle and lay down in what way the armed forces of the two countries will 


be subordinated to the German command on their entry into the war. 


2. Rumania's task will be to tic up , incooperation with the group 


of the armed forces advancing there, the enomy forces facing her, and, for 
the rest, to maintain the auxiliary services in the rear area. 

3e Finland will have to cover tho advance of tho German Northern 
lending group ( units of the XXI groups) duo to arrive from Norvay, and 
then operate together with it. In addition, it will be up to làin!anl to 
liquidate the Russian Forces in rango, 

4. It is possiblo to count upon the Swedish Railways and Coals being 
available for the movements of the German Northorn group not later than 


the beginning of the operation, 
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In the speech of the chief prosecutor fron the USSR = General Rudenko - 


attention was drawn to the sentence which begins this section: 

"On the flanks of our operation, we can count upon the active participa- 
tion of Rumania & Finland in the war against Soviet Russia." 

This enabled the chief prosecutor of USSR to point out, in his speech, 
the fact that on the 18.12.41,(the date of the "Barbarossa" document) Rumania 
and Finland were already following in the wake of the Hitlerite conspirators! 
predatory policies, 

There is yet another document which was submitted by the American prose- 
cution and which mentions Germany's presumed allies in her aggression against 
the USSR. 

This is the document bearing the number C-39 and entitled "Provisional 
Plan Barbarossa", It is, as defendant Keitel pointed out in his covering 
letter, a calendar plan of the preparations for Plan Barbarossa after the lst 
June 1941. This plan was confirned by Hitler, 

In part 2 of this docunent entitled "Negotiations with Friendly Powers", 
we read’ 

a) A request has been sent to Bulgaria not to recuce to any large extent 
the units stationed for security reasons, on the Turkish frontier. 

b) The Rumanians have begun, at the instigation of the Connender-in-Chief 
of the Gernan troops in Runania, a partial, camouflaged nobilisation in 
orcer to be able to close their frontiers against a presumed attack by the 
Russians. 

c) Hungarian territory will be used for the advance of the Southern Arny 
Group only in so far as it would be expedient for introducing German units to 
link up the Hungarian and Rumanian forces. Until the niddle of June, however, 
no representations on this subject will be made to Hungary, 

d) Two German divisions have entered the Eastern part of Slovakia, the 
next ones will be landed in the area of Prossy, 

€)Prelininary negotiations with the Finnish General staff take place 
as fron the 25th May,"

I present the written record of Ion intoneseu's conference with the 
defendant Ribbentrop, which took place on February 12th 1942, under document 
Noe USSR 233. 
In connection with Ribbentrop's speech in Budapest on Transylvania, 
Antonescu rakes the following entry (Tho last paragraph of pe 2 of the 


Russian text of tho doourent). 
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"ithout hesitation, I stressed the point that, as early as the te=- 


ginning of Septeriber, when I took over the governnent of the country, 
supported only by monsieur Michael Antonescu, I declared, without 
asking the opinion of my people, that we must follow a policy of 
adherence to ~ the Axis powers; I said that this was the only 
example in the history of nations whn twopersons dare to make an 
open declaration and to call upon their people to folow a policy which 
no doubt could appear Anfanous". 
While rrkine this cynical entry, Ion Antonescu could hardly have expected 
it tc receive wide publicity. 

It seens to me that this is the nost suitable monent for making puplic the 
testimony of Ion Antonescu,which the Soviet prosecution has at its disposal, 
and which is of exceptional importance in making clear the characteristics 
of the relationship between Germany and her satellites, 

I subnit this testinony as U.S.S.R. No, 1 3 and beg the honourable Tribunal 
to accept it as evidence.I will begin reading at the 2nd paragraph on page I 
of the testinony: 

"Throughout the period when I held power in Rumania, - Ion Antones- 
cu testifies, - I followed the policy of strengthening the links with 
Germany and used her help for re-training and re-arming the Rumanian 
arnye For this purpose I met Hitler several tines. 

The first meeting with Hitler took place in November 1940, soon 
after 1 becane the head of the Rumanian Governent. This meeting took 
place on my initiative, in Berlin, at Hitler's official residence 
in the presence of the German Foreign Minister Ribbentrop 

and Hitler's personal interpreter Schmidt, 
Discussions with Hitler lasted more then four hours. 
I assured Hitler that Rumania remained true to the previously 
concluded agreement regarding Rumania's adherence to the "Tripartite 


pact",

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In answer to my assurances of loyalty to the pact with Germany, Hitler 


declared that the Geraan soldiers guaranteed Rumania's frontiers, 
At the same tine, Hitler told me that the "Vicnna arbitration

count on the reconsideration of the decision on Trensylvanir, treviously ta- 
kon in Vienna, 

Hitler and I agreed that the German Military “ission in Rumania should

later/supply Rumania with Mersserschnidt-109, tanks, tractors, anti-aircraft 
and anti-tank guns, automatic rifles and other armanents, while they Feeeive 
from Rumania, in return, corn and oil for the needs of the German armies. 

To the question put to me as to whether my conversation with Hitler could 
be regarded as the beginning of my agreement with the Germans on the prepara- 
tions for war against the Soviet Union, - I repli-d 4n the affirmative. 

This circumstance Hitler had unquestionably in nind, when developing 
his plans for the attack on the Soviet Union. 

In January, 1941, I was invited to Germany through the nediun of the 
German ambassador in Runania - Fabricius, and met Hitler for the second time, 
in Berchtesgaden, when the following persons were present: Ribbentrop, Fabri- 
cius and the newly appointed German imbagsador to Bucharest - Kellinger. Besi- 
des these, there were also present representatives of the German arued forces 
= Field Harshal ^eitel and Colonel - General Jodl. i 

At the beginning of the 2:onversations, Hitler, in introducing Kellinger 


to me, stressed that th, 's*ter was his best friend,

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In this connection, Hitler asked me to allow the German troops concentra- 
ted on Hungarian territory, to pass across Rumania, so that they could 
render speedy assistance to the Italians, 

Having in mind that the passage of German troops through Rumania to 
the Balkans would constitute an act hostile to the Soviet Union, I asked 
Hitler how, in his opinion, the Sovict Government would react to it. 

Hitler, having reminded me that, at our first meeting in November 
1940, he hed already given appropriate guarantees to Rurania, took upon 
himself the obligation of protecting Rumania with armed force, 

I expressed my fears that the passage of German troops through Ruman- 
ia might give rise to military operations on the pert of the Sovict Union, 
and that Rumania would then be in a difficult position, as the Rumanian 


army hed not been mobilized, - to which Hitler declared that he would give 


ion 
orders for some of the German troops intended for participat; in the opera- 


tions against Greece, to be left in Rumania. 

Hitler stressed, too, that the information at his disposal showed 
that tho Soviet Union did not intend to fight Germany or Rumania. 

Satisfied with this declaration by Hitler, I agreed to permit the 
passage of German troops through Rumanian territory 

Colonel General Jodl who was present at this conference, described 
to me the strategic dispositions of the German army and stressed the necess- 
ity for a blow against Greece launched from Bulgaria. 

My third meeting with Hitler took place in Munich in May 1941. 

At this meeting, at which besides ourselves, there were present Ribb- 
entrop and Hitler's personal interpretcr, Schmidt, we finally reached an 
agreeriont about the embined attack on the “oviet Union, 

Hitler informed me that he had decided on a military attack on the 
Soviet Union, Having prepared this attack, Hitler said, we must carry it 


out 
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unexpectedly along the whole length of the Soviet Union's frontiers from 
the Black Sea to the Baltic, | 

The unexpectedness of the attack, Hitler went on to say, would give 
Germany and Rumania a chance to liquidate, Within a short time, one of 
our most dangerous adversaries, 

On the basis of his military plans, Hitler made a suggestion that I 
Should permit the use of Rumanian territory for concentrations of German 
troops, and should at the same time participate directly in carrying out 
the military attack on the Soviet Unione 

Hitler stressed the point that Rumania must not remain outside this 
war, because, to heve Bessarabia and North Bucovina returned to her, she 
had no other alternative/{ but to fight on Germany's side. At the same 
time, he pointed out that; ín retitn for our assistance in the war, Ruman- 
ia would be able to occupy and administer other Soviet territories too, 
up to the River Dnieper, 

4s Hitler's offer to begin the war against the USSR jointly, corres- 
ponded to my aggressive intentions, I announced that I agreed, to pertici- 
pate in the attack on the Soviet Union and pledged myself to prepcre the 
necessory number of Rumanian troops and at the samo time to inorease the 
dolivorios of the oil and agricultural products necded by the German armies, 

Before I and Hitler took the decision to attack Russia, I asked Hit- 
ler whether he had any understanding with Hungary regarding her participa- 
tion in the war, Hitler replied that the Hungarians had already given 
their consent to take part in the war against the USSR in alliance with 
Germany. hen exactly the Germans had agreed on this with the Hungarians, 
Hitlor did not tell me, 

On my return from Munich to Bucarest I began active preparations for 
the coming war. 

Aftor the invasion of Sovict territory, the Rumanian troops under my 
supreme cormand rendered grcat help to the Germans, ond in this connection 
Hitler sont a letter cddrossed to me with the expression of his gratitude 
to me and to the Rumanian army. 

This d:position as been written by me with my own hand. 


Signed Marshal Antonescu, 
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The testimony of the former Vice-Minister of the Rumanian dhiki

Michael Antonescu testifies (peze 1 of the lussien text, var.1,2 and

"In November 1940 Marshel Antonescu aecompanied ^y Prince Struza 


who was then the Minister for Foreign Affairs, left for Germany, where 
he had a meeting with Hitler. 

During the negocietions with Hitler Marshal Antonescu signed tho 
agreement for Rumania's adherence to the "Tripertite Pact" and received 
Hitler's promise for the subsequent reconsideration of the decisions 
of the Vienna Arbitrage, in favor of Rumania ... 

This voyage of Marshal Antonescu wes the first stoo towards a po- 
licy which afterwards led to a joint German and Rumanian attack against 
the Soviet Union". 

These sare facts were also confirmed by the former Chief Inspector of 
Rumenian Gendarmerie, Constantin Vassiliou, whcse testimony I present to 
the Tritun»l as document * USSR-252, 

Vassiliou testifies, da Eras (var.I, lst vage of the testimony) 

"Rumanian preparations for war against the USSR begun already towards 

the end of 1940, when the German military mission - on Marshal Anto- 

nescu's request - arrived in Bucherest". 

Peulus' testimony as well as those of Ion Antonescu, Michael Antonos- 

cu and Vassiliou, just submitted to the Tribunal, enahle the Soviet 
Prosecution to make the following statements 


l. The decision to send to Rumania a Military Mission of the German 


Generel Steff for the reorganisation of the Rumanimiarmy, in order to pre- 


pare it for the attack against tho USSR, wes taken not later than September 
1940, i.e. at least nine months prior to the attack on the USSR. 

2. By November of the sene year, Rumanian war preparations were 
fully developed. 

I submit to the Tribunal, as document #USSR 154, the testimony of

"Zumania!s preparations for war against the Soviet Union begen in 
Novenber 1940, when, in accordance with the agreement signed by Marshal 
Antonescu regarding Rumania's adherence to the "Tripartite Pact", there 
arrived in Bucarest the German military missions, consisting of groups 
of German officer-instructors, those for the army headed by Colonel-General 
Hansen,and those for the air force - by major General Speidel. 

With the arrival of the German military missions in Rumenia, the chief 
of General Staff of the Rumanian Army, General Joanitiu issued an order 
to the army, on direction of Marshal Antonescu, regarding the admission 
of German officer-instructors into units and groups, for the purpose of 
reorgenising and retraining the Rumanian forces in accordance with the 
code of regulations of the German Army. 

seme time, on Marshal Antonescu's orders, 211 reserve officers 
of the Rumanian army were called up for two month's retraining, and under- 
went instruction under German direction. 

During the period of the re-training of reserve officers, the General 
Steff of the Rumanian Army developed a plan for calling up into the 
army, of 12 :go groups subject to mobilisation, in caso of war, ‘training 
of ell those groups to be done in accordance 
with the demands of the code of regulations of the German rmy, 4nd to be com- 
pleted by the lst July 1941. The »ersonnel of th preme and Senior 
commands of the Rumanian armies underwent siniler re-treaining in thoir’res- 
poctive branches of service. 

at the beginning 
of Rumania's and Germany's war against the Soviet Union, the whole of the 
Runenian Army end Air Force were reorganised and re-treined on the German 
pattern. 

In December 1940 there arrived in Rumania from Germany the "Todt" 
organisation, which began st once the construction of strategic roads 
leading to the frontiers with the USSR, 

at the end of 1940 Marshal Antonescu formed,under his own leader- 


ship, a Co-ordinating Committee.

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At the Cor-nittee conferences, questions concerning Rumenin's nrepareti- 
ons for war against the USSR were discussed, and, in particular, the ques- 
tion of tho construction of fortified areas, the question of armamonts, of 
‘mobilizing - Rumanians for the army, of the reorganisation and training 
of tho army on Germen lines, of surplics,^nd of securing tr^nsport for the 
Rumanien forces during the war. 

In Jenuary 1941 Marshal Antonescu, on his return from Germany, where 
he had met Hitler, called a meeting of the Co-ordin^ ‘ting Commitee. at which 
all the aforemontioned people were present, nnd announced thet Germany 
would soon have to begin war against the Soviet Union and that,therefore, 
as Antonescu declared, Rumenia must prepare energetice lly for this war in 
order to fight against the USSR ^t Germenv's side. 

For this purpose, áåntonescu suggested that wo should intensify work in 
the army in order thet Rumenia should bo fully prepared for the commence- 
ment of military operations. 

In this connection, the following units which were already mobilised 
and ready for action again the Soviet Union»swere in February 1941 direc- 
ted to the frontiers of North Bukovina end Bessarabia on Marshal Antonescu!

"Germany's interests consist in ereatingsts.lo positionSin the entire 
Caucasus:thus securing the‘safety of , Continental Europe, ise. securing 
for themselves the link with the Near East. It is only this link with the 
oil ficH.s that can make Germany Bn$-all jo of Barope independent of any 
coalition of maritime powers in the future. The aim of German Policy is to 
control the Caucasus and the adjoining lands to the south, both politically 

and, militarily." 

(p.2 of the Russian translation. The text is underlined in red pencil), 

On page 4 of the Russian text of this document ^* Adi 2m 
*, this idea is formulated with extreme clarity. 

"The German Reich must take all petroleum into its hands." 

I will now submit as evidence certain documents which characterize the 
mutual relations ; between the fascist conspirators and their other satellite 
=- namely Finland. 

Article 3 of the second variant of the Plan Barbarossa reads as follow; 

"Finland will have to cover the advance of the German landing 
group "North" (units of the XXI group which is due to arrive from

of war against the USSR, 

The following subjects were discussed at this conferenés: 

a) The necessary deadlines end concealment of mobilisation measures in 
Finland. The latter were to be carried out under the eYodlerof aínaewtmodfor 

reserve officers and men. 

b) The offensive by the Finnish and the Germen forces. 

The river Sulujoki was designated as the leteral boundary between the 
Finnish Troops under the command of Marshal Mannerheim and the German Troops 
under that of Gen, Falkenhorst. All Finnish units stationed north of that 
river were to be under the command of the Staff of the German Lrmy Group in 
Norway. 

c) The plan of the attack. 

The execution of the combined offensive by the Finnish Troops end the 
German army Group "North" against Leningrad, was to be strictly controled 
by the OKH (High Command of the German Army). 

For Falkenhorst's Army the offensive was plenned in the following 
directions:

"Fromthis view-point Hitler considered that Hungary was in 
line with German policy."

Paulus states that in disclosing his plans Hitler was consider- 

ably more reticent with regard to Hungary than with his other 
satellites, as he thought the Hungarians talkative.

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Dealing with the occupation of Carpatho-Ukraine by Hungary in 1939, 
Ruszkiciay-Ruediver deposed (page 2, paragraph 3 fron botton): 

"...This had taken plāace.senot long before the outbreak of the 
German-Polish war. It seemed thon as if economic advantages and the 
escape fron the restrictions of the Trianon Treaty were for Hungary 
the objectives of the occupations, 

"But from the tine when the region of Carpatho-Ukraine acquired 
a conron boundary with Soviet Russia,,,this region which we had oc- 
cupied began to take on a different significance for us, 

It was clear to us, the higher officers, that the political 
leadership of both Germany and Hungary considered this region also 
strategically important for future military operations against Soviet 
Russia," 

On page 9 (par. 2 from the bottom) Ruszkiciay-Ruediger tells us of a 
conference which took place at the end of March 19ll, in the course of 
which the Hungarian Minister of Wer, Warte, outlined the objectives for the 
war with Yugoslavia,  Anong other objectives Warta blankly pointed to the 
necessity of eliminating Yugoslavia as a probably ally of the Soviet Union. 

However a rore complete picture of the German-Hungerian relationship, 
which intended the preparation of an attack on the Soviet Union, is œn- 
tained in the statement by the Hungarian Major-General Stephen Ujszaszy. 

From 1 May 1939 to 1 July 1942, Ujszaszy was the Chief of the Intelli- 


gence Service of the Hungarian General Staff. In his official capacity 


during these years he had inside information of the secrecy which shrouj- 


ed this preparation. 

Some of the things which he knows ho told us in the docunent which I 
offer in evidence as exhibit USSR-155. 

I will read into the record that part of Ujszaszy's statement which 
may clarify the question at issuc. (Beginning from page 2 of the Russian

Regarding this correspondence I was informed by the Cololnel of the 
German General Staff Kinzel personally. 

It wap during Paulus' visit to Budapest that a definite decision was made

"The German armed farces sheuld be ready for a defeat of Russia by 
means ef a fast-flowing speratinn even prior to the end ef the war with 
England... 

To this ond the army will have to utilize all units at its dispssal 
except these which will have te guard the eccupiod territories against un- 
expected developments." 

Another version of "Barbarassa! faresaw the necessity of annihilating the 
Red Army, to forestall the possibility ef tho speedy retreat inland of its 
fighting units, and t^ provide the German Fascist invaders with the possibility 
to reach speedily a line nf enmbat which weuld put the uc erran regions cut of 
the rango of tho soviet air fnree. 

As in ultimate ain, the verlam ^^ "Barbarnssa" provided fer tho strength 
ening of Astrakhan-Archangel line, the destruction from the air of the Ural in- 
dustry, the seizure ^f Leningrad and Kronstadt, and as a decisive finale, the 
capture of Moscow. 

The political sins; which determinag the military plans, have been formu- 
lated by the Hitlerites in tho many decuments qucted in this room. But those sins 


were state] particularly clearly-and cynically. at a meeting in Hitler's appartment 


on 
16 July, 1941, (Dacument of the American Prosecution, No. 1-221), when Hitler, 


Gaering, Rosenberg, Keitel and »thor fascist cnnspirators, were deciding, as 
they thought, the subsequent fortunes ef the Soviet Uninn.

41 (document 1-221 of the American prosecuticn), for instance, 
Hitler said that it was important not to reveal their ains to tho whole world, 


not to complicate their path by unnecessary 
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declarations and, in giving reasons fcr their actions, to start from tactical in- 
tentions. (p.l of the Russian text of the document ). 

The defendant Rosenberg stated on the 20th June 1941, at a conference regar- 
ding the Eastern question (the American document 1058-PS), that tactics were very 
important and that political aims would be determined as the occasion arise, when 
one or the other slogan could te given publicity (p. 15 of the Russian text of 
the document). 

Taking this circumstance into consideration, my lards, it appears of value 
for eur investigation to turn te some statements by the fascist war criminals 
which refer to the peried when they considered it possible to "publish some of 
their political ains".

This letter describes its subject as "Objectives for the further con- 
duct of jar upon termination of the campaign in tho East", and is dated 
8 August 1941, 

In those days the fascist conspirators considercd the victory over the 
Soviet Union to bo only a question of tine, end therefore planned for further 
agcrossion, 

This letter which I am about to quote begins with the following words 


(paragraph 1 of the letter): 
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"fhe Naval War Staff has just received the draft of the Fuehrer's 
directives concerning further intentions on termination of the campaign 
in the East, 

The following propositions give a general outline of these intentions 
and are intended for the personal information of the Commanding Generals 
and their Chiefs of Staff," 

There follows paragraph P, the 6 sub-paragraphs of which detail the

I omit two sub-paragraphs which deal with the tasks of the so-called

in North Africa, I quote: 

"Sufficient strengthening of armed forces in North africa to make the 

capture of Tobruk possible, In order to permit the passage of necessary 

transports, attacks by the German air force on Malta must be: resumed, 

Provided the weather conditions do not cause delay and the shuttle 
service of transports is assured, it can be counted on that the canpaign 
against Tobruk will begin as fron the niddle of Septenber," 

In August 191 the Hitlerites intenced with the aid of Spain to seize 
Gilrattar during the sano year, 


Sub-paragraph À of Paragraph P of the same letter envisaged that:

"Plan !Folix!, i.e, the seizure of Gibraltar nust be executed still

in 191 with the aid of Spain", 

The Hitlerites plamed the execution of an uttack against Syria and 
Palestino in the direction of Egypt, Sub-paragraph 5 of the said paragraph 
states as follows; 

"If, after the obvious bernination of the carpaign in the East, €. we 
Succeed in bringing Turkey to our side, an attack on Syria and Palostine in 
the direction of Egypt is foreseen after a nininun preparation of necessary 
forces lasting 85 Jays, and the prelininary securing of the Caucasian passes 


and the inprovenen* 
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of transportation conditions in Anatolia, Turkey, with German help! 

Two sub-paragraphs later we find in sub-paragraph, 8 the follwing 
possible version cf this plan: 

"If even after the defeat of Soviet Russia, Turkey should not side 
with us, an attack through Anatolia in a southerly direction will be carried 
out against her will", 

In the plans of fascist aggression Egypt played a largo part, It is 
nentioned in sub-paragraphs 6 & 7 of. paragraph P of the quoted letter, 

Sub-paragraph 6 projected: 

"An attack on Egypt from Cyrenaica (after the fall of Tobruk). Pre- 

sunably this attack cannot be carricd out before the end of 191 or 

the beginning of 19l21. 

Sub-paragraph 7 stated that: 

"If the collapse of * » Soviet Russia creates the necessary conditions, 

an advance by 

/a motorized expediationary force throuzh Transe(aucasia in the 
direction Persian Gulf - Iran - Syria - Egypt is envisaged, 
Because of weather conditions this attack will becone possible 


only at the beginning of 1942."

This docunent, which I have just present? to the Tribunal, shows the 


turn of events intended by the fascist conspirators, should the Red Arny
